the progress of the new campus.

MASTER PLAN UPDATE 

The architectural team from Volkert and Associates 
reports that the Programming Phase of their effort is over 
95% complete and the Master Plan for the new campus is 
underway. 

The Master Plan will determine how many buildings 
there will be and where the buildings, parking lots, and 
streets will be located. Generally, the Master Plan will be 
reviewed and revised two or three times before it becomes 
final. Water, Wetlands, and soil composition will effect the 
building and street placement. 

Once the Master Plan is completed, individual building 

design will begin. The use of the building, technical 
programs or academic programs, may affect the style of the 
structure. The architects will take the information provided 
by you and integrate it into the building design. Initial 



thoughts are for the campus are to have a traditional 
southern college design. While multi-story structures with 
large columns may not dominate the campus, their will be 
a definite influence of traditional southern architecture.
